towards the end of a Governors’ Conference held 
at Mackinac Island, Michigan, but was not related 


the conference, was initiated by Governors 
ewey. of New York, Tobin, of Massachusetts, 
aldwin, of Connecticut, MacGrath, of Rhode 


island, and Maw, of. Utah. 

Governor Maw, who presided at the conference, 
sent the foflowmg personal letter with the petition : 

Concerned with the position of the Jewish 

sople in Europe and the future of the Jewish 
Navona liome im Palestine, we believe that this 

tution raises matiers of immediate and far-reach- 
humanitarian and political imporiance. The 
Gonsiderations which preverited action in regard to 
vse pressing issues while the war sull raged in 

urope do not apply now. The urgency of the 
ewish problem and its solution in Palestine has 
become such that I venture the earnest hope that 
ia may be thought opportune to give attention to 
this guestion im the course of your forthcoming 
conversations @ith the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain and Marshal Stalin.”

. invited to participate im the councils of the 
United Nations.” 

Pointing out that unless the Jewish problem is 
solved it will constitute a permanent obstacle to the 
peace of the world, the petition describes the way 
m which international obligations undertaken to- 
wards the Jewish people have been treated as a 
“travesty of international law.’

Dr. Henry A. Atkinson, co-Chairman of the 
Council Against Intolerance and National Chair- 
man of the Church Peace Union, described * The 
Issues at Stake " as “how to get Great Britain to 
live up to her Mandate and pay attentidn to the 
fact that this Mandate was given her for the pur- 
Pose a certain act being performed, that act 
which was designed to facilitate the establishment 
of a national homeland for the Jews in Palestine.”’ 
Mec. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agenty for Palestine, stated. that 
“if the British Government now really intends to 
maintain and enforce the White Paper, it will have 
to use constant and brutal force to do so.” 
Dr. Walter Clay Lowdermilk, the U°S.. Depart- 
ent of Agriculture Authority, said that modern 
Palestine had but 1,500,000 in population, though 
it was capable of supporting many more millions. 
A memorandum fully supporting the Jewish claim 
Palestine has been submitted to President. 
coer Mr. James F. Byrnes, Secretary of ,Siate, 
and members of Congress by the American Jewish 
Trade Union Committee for Palestine.

SAVING THE CHILDREN 


Only 150,000 Survivors Out of 
1,350,000 


Only about' 150.000 out of a total of 1,350,000 
Jewish children: who lived in Centril and Eastern 
Lurope before the war have survived the Naziterror, 
declared: Senator Justin Godard, President -of the 
World Union Ose, who has arrived in New York 
on an official French Government mission. 

Senator Godard, who has served in - several 
French Cabinets, estimated that about 8,000 Jewish 
children had survived the horrors of Buchenwald 
and Belsen. He reported that there were about 
10,000. Jewish children under the care of the Ose 
in France. The Senator declared that the French 
Government had assured a Jewish delegation last 
week that all Jewish children arriving from Germany 
would be transferred to Jewish institutron: 

U.S. military authorities, Unrra, and the Swiss Red 
Cross have concluded an agreement by which 2,000 
refugee children will be brought to  Swizerland 
trom concentration camps in Germany. 

The existence s the agreement was revealed by. 
U.S. Army Chaplain (Captain) Hershel Schacter, 
who recently took 347 children to Swizerland from 
Buchenwald, the first contingent of the 2,000 who 
will “eventually go there. Ihe majority: of the 
youngsters come from Poland and Hungary, and 
have been confined in camps for about five years. 
Few of them want to return to their homelands 
Many want to setile in Palestine, and others wish 
to emigrate to America, where they have relatives. 
The parents of most of the children are dead. 

The Chaplain reported that shortly After the 
liberation of Buchenwald a group of young Zionists 
founded a Hachshara.” colony to train themselves 
for settlement in Palestine. U.S, military authorities 
placed an estate at their disposal which they named 

‘Kibbutz Buchenwald.”’ Since this area has now 
been assigned to the Russians, the youths, who are 
to remain under American military jurisdiction, wal! 
be transferred to another farm, he added 

A resolution appealing to Christians in former 
occupied countries to surrender to the Jewish com- 
munities Jewish children whom, they had valiantly 
sheltered was adopted at the Annual Convention 
of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
which was held last week in Atlantic City. 

lt is hoped that 300 Jewish children who have 
been found in Theresienstadt will be brought to 
England in the course of the next few weexs for 
recuperauion, Says an announcement by the Central 
British Fund for Jewish Relicf and Rehabilitation. 

The children are without knowledge of | thei 
parents or relatives and are entirely homeless. They 
will siay until new homes have been found for 
them. Their maintenance and education in England 
will be financed by the Central British Fund.

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BOMBED JEWISH RECORDS 
The Toll in England 


The last of the present session's lectures to the 
Jewish Historical Society of England was given 
lasi week in the Max Rosin Halil, 118, Wiemore 
Street, W.1, by Mr. Lewis Edwards, on “ The 
Destruction of Jewish Historical Monuments in 
England, 1939-45, 

At thes meeting, Dr. Cecil Roth, who has beca 
President of the society for seven years and Acting 
President for two, intimated that he did not wish 
to stand for re-election and announced that Mr. 
Albert M. Hyamson had been proposed as his 
successor for the ensuing year. The proposal was 
unanimously agreed to. 

Dr. Roth reported that a British officer serving 

in Germany had, among the loot in the house of, 
he thought, a Nazi oflicer, come across a couple of 
Kiddush cups which he was allowed to take away 
and which ‘he desired to deposit with the society 
for. sale keepmg. [The news of their finding and 
a photograph of them were’ published recently in 
THe Jewtsn They would only have 
the custody of these objects and they could: not 
accept the possession of them. If the owners could 
not be traced they would become the property of 
the Jewish people, and they had put forward a 
scheme for their preservation. by the Hebrew Uni- 
versity of Jerusalem, which was. in its way, the 
representative of the Jewish people at large tor 
such purposes. 
‘ The cups were to have been formally presented 
to them that evening, but iet them symbolically 
accept the custody of these unseen objeccis and 
perhaps at their next meeting it might be. possible 
tor them to see them. 

Dr. Roth also ennounced that arrangemenis had 
been made to resume their activities at University 
Colicgc. London, from the beginning of the 
next session, 


Loss of the Great Synagogue 
In his survey, Mr. Edwards said that tor many 
reasons one could say that the gereatesi piece of 
destruction which the Jewish community in England 
had suficred was the loss of. the Great Synagogue 


The building went back to the year 1722 and had 
been reconstructed and improved on various 
occasions, particularly in the year 1790. Among 


ihe things that had gone was the large and interest- 
ing tibrary of the Chazanut Society, but on the 


other hand, a very large proportion of the content, 


of the Synagogue were saved because they had been 
stured 
Ihe other great old Synagogue which ‘had 


sustained considerable losses was the Western Svna- 
goguc., Whose Congregation dated back to I76l. 
Ihe Synagogue had lost almost all of the curtains 


Vand hangings and most of its irreplaceable records 
and registers, 


But a very fine collection of Svna- 
gogue silver had been saved, being fortunately 
stored, and certain objects which were of loan to 
the Jewish Museum were also saved. 

Fhe Beth Hamedrash had an inieresiing and 
considerable Jewish Library. This building was 
unfortunatcly badly damaged. The Hambro Syna- 
goguc, adjoming the Beth Hamedrash, had been 


With regard to the Jewish Muscum, with its 
very large collection of Judaica, fortunately one 
had to record very little damage, except that the 
portran’ of Sir Moses Montefiore and varrous minor 
fiems had been destroyed. 
which was run jointls 
University College and the 
Jewish Historical Society, a good many bwoks were 
Sent away for safe custody at the beginning of the 
war. Certain books remained at University College. 
Many books of great value and interest had there- 
fore been saved. _ Nevertheless, among the books 
which had been destroyed when the library was hit 


‘were unfortunately many of almost equal rimiterest 
to those that had been sent away. 


Mr. Edwards also dealt with certain listoric 


*Jewish cemeteries and with provincial Synagogues. 
The Portsmouth Synagogue, 


! the use of which as 
a Synagogue was discontinued just before the war, 


when the new Synagogue was built in Southsea, 
had been destroyed in the bombing in 1941. The 
"old Exeter Synagogue had been somewhat 
damaged, but on the whole it got off lightly. The 
Synagogue at Norwich, which dated from 1848, 


was destroyed by bombing in 1942. 
ai Dover was destroyed. At 
cemetery was damaged.

JEWS’ COLLEGE 
Director of Studies’ Appointed 


Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epsicin has been appoinicd 
Director of Studies at Jews’ College. and. until a 
permanent Principal is appointed, he is to assume 
the duties and responsibilities of the Principal. at 
a combined salary of £1,250 per annum. ~« 

A Committee set up some time ago to consider 
the reconstruction of the College. m an interim 
report recommended that a permanent Principal be 
appointed. Advertisements announcing the vacancy 
and offering a salary of £1,500 a year were inserted 
ta THe Jewish papers in 
America, and in the press of Palestine, and a sub- 
committee, consisting of the Chief Rabbi, Mr. S. 
Japhet, Sir Robert Waley Cohen.: the Rev. E. 
Levine, and Mr. Ralph Pinto, was set up to consider 
the applications. 

That sub-committee issued a unanimous report 
and recommendation, as a result of its deliberations. 
to the Council of the College. which met last week. 

In the course of the report, it is stated: 

‘We have given long and careful thought to the 
matier and have held many meetings. both: formal 
and informal, in all of which the Chief Rabbi, as 
President, has been able to participate, except the 


last one, when, owing to ill-health, he had to 
abancon his intention to be present. We have 
reached a unanimous conchusioa, with which he 


has expressed his concurrence, and we recommend 


to the Council as follows: 

“That having regard to all the circumstances prevailing 
at the present time, the Committee does not advise the 
permanent appointment of a Principal of the College We 
have accordingly proceeded to comsidcr what recommerda- 
tion we could make for carrying on in the bem possibic 
way the work of the College pending the time being 
reached when a Principal should be appointed. We recom- 
mend that Rabbi Dr. I. Epsicin be appoimted to the 
position of Director of Studies anc that. pending the time 
when, in the opinion of the Council. a permanent Principal 
appointed, Dr. Epsicin be asked to undertake 
the duties and responsibilitics of- the Principal of the 
Cc ole 


Time-Limit Suggested 


in the discussion which followed some objections 
were raised: Sir Robert Waley Cohen was pressed: 
to give the reasons why the sub-Commitiec thought 
the time was not ripe to appoint a permanent 
Principal; a time-hmit to the present arrangement 
was suggested. 

Sir Robert said all-the points raised were put 
torward and carefully considered and the con- 
clusions reached were the result of that considera- 
tion. He thought it was better not to go into the 
reasons why a permanent Principal should not yet 
be appointed, as. there were a number of things 
they thought it undesirable to discuss in public. He 
assured the Council that Dr. Epstein knew of the 
proposals and had expressed himsell as satished to 
carry on therm. 

The . E. Levine defined the term “Director 
of Studies.” * in reply to a question by Dr. George 
Webber, as the man whose prime responsibility tt 
was to examine the curriculum, to know the 
students, to know the cxaminations, and to arrange 
the lectures at his command in such a way that 
the best possible resulis could be achieved for the 
students. 


Finally, Sir Robert proposed and the Rev. E. 


‘Levine seconded the adoption of the Commiticc’s 


recommendation. It was carried nem. 
voting in favour and four abstaining.

SHOT BY GERMAN CAPTORS 
Death of a Gallant Man 


The tragic announcement has been made by the 
War Ofice of the death of Captain Isidore New- 
man, Intelligence Corps, last 
September in Mauthausen Camp, 
on the Austrian border, where he 
was one of 47 Allied officers who 
were shot by the Germans, Capt.

One of the parachutists to be dropped in France 
before D-Day, Capt. Newman was closely in touch 
with the underground movement there. 

A young man of great promise, who took an 
Arts degree at King’s College, Newcastle (Durham 
University), with second-class honours in French, 
Capt. Newman joined the Royal Corps of Signals 
im 1940, and gained his commission, joiming a 
special department in the War = aS an intelli- 
gence officer in the summer of 194 

His family went to Hull from ae seven 
years ago, and in that city he allied himself very 
closely with the activities of the Jewish community.

Mr. Brotman’s Impressions 


Mr. A. G. Brotman, Secretary of the Jewish 
Board of Deputics, who recently returned from a 
mission to U.S.A., spoke im a_ lunchcon-hour 
address at Woburn House last week on “ Sidelighis 
on American Jewish Lifc.” 

The meeting was held under the auspices of the 
Emergency Committee, Bachad, and Jews 
College Students’ Union Society, and was pr 
over by the Rev. S. Abramovitz. 

Mr. Brotman said that they had all heard of the 
* restricted ™ arcas—places in which Jews were 
told in polite, and sometimes not so polite, lan- 
guage that they were not wanted. He had been 
told by a Jewish lady from England who had lived 
wih ber children in the U.S. since the war—she 
was a University graduate—that her children had 
never been invited to tea by her non-Jewish neigh- 
bours. nor had her children felt like inviting, with 
any sense of assurance that the invitation would 
be accepted, any of their little non-Jewish friends. 

In general one could say that this social 
separatism was to be found in the larecly populated 
places where Jews formed a considerable propot- 
tion of the population. They met im business and 
in the politial sphere, but they did not meg ‘np 
their homes. It was regarded by many Jews and 
by many non-Jews as a bad thing because America 
wanted to advance Americanism,.which meant no 
distinction between the diffcrent citizens : 

There was also a certain amount of discrimina- 
tion in employment, and he had been told on very 
good authority that in the banks, for example, there 
were cxceedingely few Jews, and ¢ven in certain 
stores there was apparcnitiy a strict limit to the 
gumber of Jewish assistants employed. As a result 


of this discrimination, Jews were confined to cer- 


tain industries in which they were also commonly 
engaged in this country 

it was a discrimination which, he was glad to 
say. was not locked upon with favour by Govern- 
ment Departments, where they would find Jews 
among the Americans of every origin, who were 
aceepied according to their merits and could get 
on according to thew quatihcations. 

In the case of clubs. Jews had formed their own, 
which were often better and bigger clubs than 
these from which they had been excluded. 

The Jews of America. continued the speaker, 
were very conscious of their Jewrshness and of 
their duty to build up the National. Home in 
Palesiine They were also very gencrous Mm sup- 
porting Jewish charities. and objects for well- 
doing 

Mr. Brotman described the various Synagogues 
and rcligiolis instiut‘ons which Councillor Moss 
and he had visited. and of the American. Rabbis he 
said they were adcyuaicly paid, looked up to, and 
apparently had on thiependence of judgment and 
action which he expected many of their counter- 
arts-in England would regard as a great advan.age 
Perhaps it was as the resylt of this standing which 
the Rabbis of America crijoved that so many were 


to be found in the ranks of Jewish Jeadership.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CAUSE & EFFECT 


HE reading of the Book of Deuteronomy 55 
T always begun on the Sabbath preceding Tisha 
b’Av and a reason for this arrangement may 
be suggested. One thought runs like a thread of 
gold through this Book, viz., the destiny of Israel 
ss bound up with God. The message which Moses 
delivered to the people before his death was that 
they must consti themselves different from all 
other nations both in their aims and constitution. 
Every other nation @riginated in a tribe which, under 
the leadership of a powerful chief, extended its terri- 
tory through victories on the battlefield and the in- 
corporation of the vanquished who survived. Not 
so Israel. If they became numerically strong, it was 
because “ the Lord your God hath muluplied you. 
If they were on the point of acquiring a homeland, 
the reason was, as God told them, “ Behold I have 
set the land before you; go in and possess the land 
which the Lord swore unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed after them.” Israel's con- 
quest depended upon His covenant and not upon 
human prowess. : 
Moses urged another important paint of differ- 
ence. The Israclite nation, when settled on the 
land, was not to be governed by the whim of an 
individual or the undisputed word of an autocrat. 
Justice and equity must bear sway over the com- 
munity, “ for the judgment is God's.” The Divine 
voice speaks when the verdict is true. Over and 
over again Moses exhorted them to remember that 
the statutes and ordinances of God must control 
their lives, collectively and. individually. Having 
stated these fundamental principles, Moses pro- 
ceeded to review the past history of the Israelites 
from the time of the exodus and showed how dis- 
aster was always the consequence of their violation. 
He recalled occasions when the people set their 
trust in the usual methods of campaign adopted by 
neighbouring nations, and invariably they had cause 
to regret it. 


LL this is a summary of the first chapter of 
Deuteronomy, and it points a moral whieh is 
appropriately brought to our attention at this season 
of the Jewish ‘year. The Fast of AV com- 
memorates the two. overwhelming : catastrophes 
which befell the Israelite nation, and they are but 
additional illustrations of the truth of the exhorta- 
tion ‘delivered in the Plains of Moab. Those 
calamities were bound to happen, because the warn- 
ing uttered by Moses had been ignored. Read the 
history of the declining years of the Northern and 
Southern Kingdoms as recorded in the Books of 
Kings, and the account of the two centuries pre- 
ceding the destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans 
as it us told in the writings of Josephus, and the 
validity of this claim ‘becomes clear 
Why were the two Temples destroyed and why 
did the nation twice experience the horrors and 
shame of captivity? Because, instead of remember- 
ing and acting upon the teaching that Israel's 
national aim and constitution were distinctive, the 
policy adopted was to be the same as other nations’. 
The divinely ordained constitution was abandoned 
for one simular to that of the heathen peoples. Their 
conduct of national affairs followed the customary 
lines and departed from those laid down in the 
Torah. Being, then, like all other nations in this 
respect, they had to submit to the law. which 


governs the lives of nations, the law of rise and 


fall. Sooner or later national eclipse was 
inevitable... It would scarcely be an exaggeration 
to assert that the first chapter of Deuteronomy 
toretelis the possibility of Tisha b’Av. 


OR that reason we still need, and shall continue 
‘to need, to associate the national fast with this 
Biblical Book. Its moral stands for all time and is 
particularly. applicable to-day. A Jewish national 
life 8 beme re-created in our time. The demand 
for a Jewish Siate is a dominant motive in Jewry. 
But wih what purpose? What meaning is to be 
read into the “Jewish Nationalism’? If 
all that ts intended is the revival of an independent 
political. state for Jews, with the normal internal 
and external features of nationhood; if all that is 
armed at is that a large number of Jews should 
scttic in one land and enjoy home rule to take their 
place among the world’s nationalities ; if, in a word, 
the goal is merely to re-establish the kind of State 
that existed m the period. of the kings of 
Isracl and Judah, and later in the reign of 
the Herods, then the time will. come when 
the disasters. recalled by Tisha b’Av will happen 
yet again. 

The outstanding lesson of our past history is that 
Our existence aS a distinctive group is bound up 
with our attachment to God and His revelation to 
Israel. The mystical saying that ** God, Isracl. and 
the Torah are a unity” has been verified by. long 
experience. If, then, we apply ourselves to the task 
of re-creating in the ancient homeland of Israel a 
community inspired by the ideals which Moses 
addressed to our forefathers as their goal; if it be 
our ambition to make Zion once more the radiat- 
ing centre of spiritual doctrine and bring the light 
of prophetic idealism to bear upon the dark prob- 
lems of the modern world; and if we keep before 
us the attempt to realise the hopes of the ancient 
seers so that Jewry shall no longer be “ the despised 
and rejected of men ” but instead become “ a bless- 
ing in the midst of the earth "—then shall we enter 
upon a new and glorious phase of our career which 
will contribute to the inauguration of an era of 
peace and brotherhood, reconciliation and 
co-operation, for mankind as a whole.

HEBREW AND JEW 


“A Vast Distinction ” 


TO CUT THE “DUAL ALLEGIANCE” 
KNOT . 


From Mr. S, MERLIN 
(Secretary General, Hebrew Committee of National 
Liberation) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—I read with much interest your recent 
editorial comments upon Mr. Bergson’s letter to Dr. 
Weizmann. We welcome these comments, though 
they do not do full justice either to our political 
definitions or to the character of our work. re is, 
however, one statement in your editorial which is 
a definite misdescription. ' 

The Hebrew Committee of National Liberation 
is not an American-Jewish body. It is a purely 
Hebrew body. That is to say, it is com of 
Palestinians and stateless Jews who do not owe 
allegiance to any nation but to Hebrew sovereignty. 
The Hebrew Committce of National Liberation hap- 
pens to operate in Washington because at this 
juncture of history Washington is a centre of world 
affairs. It does not function in Palestine partly be- 
cause the British Government in Palestine has 
declared our activities illegal and if any Hebrew 
should propagate our ideals there he would be im- 
prisoned or deported. However, in Palestine the

gaining sympathy and moral support. Se 

1 am aware that it is very difficult in limited 
space to clarify issues which have been befogged for 
generations. However, I will try in the most con- 
cise form possible to convey to you and to your 
readers some principal points concerning our 
ideological approach : 

1. The two main trends among the Jews of the world— 
the desire for reconstruction of a national life in Palestine. 
on one hand, and a full social, economic and political 
adjustment in the countrics of their birth or adoption, on 
the other—should pot conflict with cach other. Both are 
justified by the principles of self-<determination and both 
result from varying circumstances in. different countries and 
in different periods of history. 

Judaism may be considered anything but a national 
entity. It may include everything—treligion, pride of a 
giorious inheritance, cthical and moral’ valucs—except one 
thing. called political representation 

3. The five million Jewish citizens of the United States 
are Americans who wish to remain Americans. Like all 
other Americans, they have a nationa! extraction (in their 
case Hebrew). quite apart from, and in addition to, their 
religious affiliation, which is Jewish. There are Americans 
of trish ancestry and Catholic religion, Americans of’ Dutch 
ancestry and Protestant religion. and in the same way there 
are Americans of Hebrew ancestry and Jewish religion. I! 
believe that the same could be said of Jewish citizens of 
the United Kingdom. Doubtless the vast majority of them 
consider themscives Britons and wish to remain Britons. 


Empty Claims to Representation 


Therefore, any political presentation or demand on be- 
half of the so-called Jewish people of the world is not only 
meaningless but is also a violation of the right of. the 
individual to speak for himscif It is an arbitrary act 
amd in contradiction of the’ realitics.. A plebiscite among 
the American citizens of Jewish faith would show that 
minety-nine per cent. of them have never authorised any- 
one to speak politically im theit name cacept those duly 
clected representatives to the American Congress, State icgis- 
latures and Municipal institutions, elected by all the citizens 
of the United States, regardiess of their origin or religion. 

4. On the other hand, vast masses. of Jews, mainly in 
Middle and Eastern ‘Europe and Asiatic countries, having 
for centuries been subjected to persecution of all kinds, have 
never succeeded in adjusting themscives in the nations of 
their dispersion They consider themselves, therefore, a 
specific, ethno-political entity and are determined to regain 
their national freedom and sovercignty as an independent 
nation whose territory is Palcstine. They desire to rebuild 
that country in its historic boundarics, with the. Arab popu- 
lation as partners. in a democratic state, based on the prin- 
cipies of the Four Freedoms and the Atlantic Charter. 
This renascent national entity, heir tothe ancient Hebrew nation 
is technically and politically composed of 700,000 Hebrew 
citvens of Palestine and also of al] those who would 
cxpress,. through a piebiscite or any other convincing form. 
their desire to be repatriated to Palestine. It is, of course, 
undersiood. that this docs not affect in any way the iegal 
Status, political allegiance or civic rights of nationals of 
Hebrew origin and Jewish faith in America or in any other 
courry. 

S. Thus there is a vast distinction: between the terms 
Hebrew and Jew. The two are not synonymous. The 
former term (HMcbrew) is purely political. Hebrews are 
members of the cthno-political cntity of Europe and 
Palestine referred to as the renascent Hebrew nation. They 
owe no allegiance to any other national sovereignty. A 
Jew is one (usually of Hebrew ancestry) who adheres to 
the Jewish religion. regardiess of the nation, be it the 
United States, Great Britain. or any other. to which he 
owes bis allegiance. 

6. The Hebrew ethno-political entity is empowered to 
speak solcly in the name of the members who officially 
adhere to it and has no right to speak in the name of 
the Jews of the world, who refuse to adhere to it; and 
rice vVerTsd. 


It is a well-known fact that the Irish and Czecho- 
slovak nations achieved their independence thanks 
largely to the support of the Americans of Irish and 
Czech origin. But we have to bear in mind that 
such campaigns of sympathy and support for foreign 
freedom movements in America are possible only 
because they are a general American characteristic 
and tradition. This sympathy and support. they 
extended not as members of the Czechoslovak or 
Irish nation, but as. Americans of Czech or Irish 


origin who are proud of their ancestry. 


We are seeking to convince the United Nations 
that they must assume. the responsibility of .re- 
patriating all the Hebrews from Europe who desire 
to end their long exile and to return to their national 
territory—Palestine. We believe that the survival 
and rehabilitation of the Hebrew people is an inter- 
national question and must be dealt with as such. 
We: believe that it is, therefore, the moral respon- 
sibility of civilised humanity to bring about a 
solution of this problem.

TENSE ATMOSPHERE IN 
PALESTINE 


Speculation Over the Future 


Nearly everyone with whom one talks nowadays 
(cables our Jerusalem correspondent) appears to 
have the feeling that some major decision—or in- 
decision—portends upon Palestine and that it will 
be followed by something vaguely described as 
“trouble,” although no definite and visible signs 
are apparent to support that conjecture. The feel- 
ing is not confined to any one community; it per- 
meates all thinking, speculation, and conversation 
among people of all sections both official and lay. 

With the war's end, expectations about the 
—- of some final settlement regarding 

alestine have naturally been sharpened, since it 
is realised that the present policy of drift cannot 
be maintained very much longer. A_ familiar 
feature about such speculation now, however, is 
that it apprehends some sort of trouble, even if 
there is no decision reached. 

On what people pin their theories it is difficult 
to see, but undoubtedly thé developments in Syria 
and Lebanon have not gone without the full effect 
of their implications being grasped in this part 
of the Eastern Mediterranean. Only the other 
day, the Jaffa newspaper Farastin declared that 
as Britain had proved its friendship for the Arabs 
of the Levant States so strikingly during recent 
times, they must certainly be expected to show 
similar decisive goodwill towards the Arabs of 
Palestine, who are cagerly anticipating a speedy 
solution. Such anticipatory talk, of course, stirs 
up public fancy still more. e 


“ Mischief For Idle Hands ™ 


Another local factor which ought not to be 
overlooked at this time of year is that between the 
complction of the ‘harvest. season from the end 
of August until the ploughing and sowing for the 
winter crops begins in October there is an idle 
agricultural season, during which the thoughts of 
young bloods in Arab villages lightly turn to 
politics. Now these young bloods and other 
elements had plenty to exercise their minds on 
while the war was still on, but hostilities have 
receded eastwards several thousands of miles, 
Europe's liberation has become stale, and none 
here has been experiencing the same kind of priva- 
tions as Evuropeans—empty bellies—to keep their 
minds off such abstract ideas as hither policy 

At present all this talk is not much more ‘than 


a small cloud upon the distant political horizon. 


Even officialdom discusses the. possibilities un- 
officially. Yet despite the absence of any ominous 
portents, I have been asked anxiously more times 
now than at any other period since the outbreak 
of war, “Do you. think there’s going to be 
troubie?”’ The only sensible reply which any 
thinking observer is able to give ts, “ There's 
always that undercurrent of tense expectancy 
brewing when. policy remains so inadequate to 
the real constants in any situation.” 


BLIND P.O.W. REGAINS HIS SIGHT 


A Miracle in Palestine 


What is described by doctors in Jerusalem as 
“a miracle’ happened last week (says the J.T.A.) 
to a recently repatriated blind Jewish prisoner of 
war, when he suddenly regained his eyesight on 


greeting his little son for the first. time since his 


return. 

The soldier is the 49-year-old Marcus Shechter, 
who enlisted in Tel-Aviv four years ago. He fought 
in Crete and later at Dunkirk, where he broke his 
leg. When taken prisoner by the Germans he was 
shackled and severely manhandied. As a result of 
ill-treatment and starvation he became blind. A 
few weeks ago he was released from a prison camp 
by American troops and was brought to England. 
He arrived in Palestine on board a hospital ship 
and was transferred to the military hospital at 
Ber Yacob, 40 miles north of Jerusalem. 

Fearing that his wife might get a shock on see- 
ing him in such a condition, Shechter wrote to his 
sister in Tel-Aviv, asking her to visit him and bring 
along his nine-year-old son. When he embraced 
his child tears streamed from his eyes and suddenly 
he felt that his sight was returning. Excitedly he 
called for the doctors, who confirmed that he was 
recovering from blindness. 


THE HEBREW MOVEMENT 


The Palestinian Council of the Brit Ivrit Olamit 
met recently in Tel-Aviv. 

Among resolutions passed was one which stated 
that the Council was of the opinion that with the 
end of the European war, and with their readiness 
to restore their material and spiritual life, the 
time had come for the Hebrew movement to do 
pioneering work in the field of education and 
culture: It should become an influential and forma- 
tive factor in Jewish everyday life. Wuh this aim 
in view, it was resolved to convene.a first World 
Hebrew Congress in Palestine not later than 1947. 

Another resolution drew attention to the danger 
of. assimilation facing many of the remnant of 
Israel, and, to strengthen the spirit of their brothers, 
the Council turned to the Jewish institutions en- 

ged in rescue work, and in particular the Joint 

escue Campaign in England, to include the 
Hebrew education of Jewish children in the scope 
of their work, with possibly the Brit as the instru- 
ment for concentrating on such Hebrew education. 

The position of the Hebrew Movement. in. the 
Diaspora and. its prospects after the war was a 
much-discussed subject at a banquet organised by 
the Jerusalem Council of. the Brit Ivrit. Olamit. 
The Chairman, Mr. M. Kleinman, pointed out the 
need to provide the Golah with a central spiritual 
leadership. 

Among other speakers, Mr. J. Kleinoff described 
the Hebrew Underground Movement in Nazi 
occupied France. Through its efforts a Hebrew 
reader was photostyled in thousands of copies.

A “land rush" to Sarona, almost reminiscent 
of the Alaska gold-rush, occurred and was 
apparently due to the news leaking out of the 
requisition, people being in a hurry to “ establish 
their rights.” 

One day last week, at dawn (says the J.T.A.) 
about one hundred people set out from Tel-Aviv on 
lorries, horse-drawn carts, donkeys, and even hand- 
carts, loaded with building materials, to erect tem- 
porary dwellings at Sarona. Workers on the way 
to their factories stopped to stare at the strange 
sight, and when they learned what if was about 
many made up their minds at once to join the 
expedition. Everyone seized whatever tools and 
materials he could lay hands on and followed the 
trek of the. builders.” 

Soon the crowd was swelled by people from the 
suburbs, and later large. numbers of others from 
Tel-Aviv itself joined in, ‘Towards noon thousands 
of men, women, and children were sweating in the 
scorching sun, fencing residential plots, digging 
foundations, and ‘marking out walls. 

The Mayor of Tel-Aviv, accompanied by the 
District Officer, the Superintendent of Police, and 
scores of policemen, arrived on the scene, and the 
District Officer warned the “land rushers” that | 
the Palestine Government would not tolerate tres-_| 
passing and disturbances. If anybody wanted a 
plot for a house, he added, he should register with 
the appropriate Government Department. The 
Government representative gave the intruders 15 
minutes. to remove the structures they had: already 
erected. 

Yielding to the official warning, the “ squatters ” 


cleared the arca, but hundreds besiseed the Land 
Department for registration till late 

The District Officer’s appeal to the “ intruders ” 
to register their claims was also taken as an indica- 
tion that an enlargement of the Tel-Aviv housing 
area was intended by the authorities.

Mr. Brotman’s Impressions 


Mr. A. G. Browuman, Secretary of the Jewish 
4 Board of Deputics, who recently returned from a 
mission to USA. spoke im a lunchcon-hour 
address at Woburn “rr last week on “ Sidclighis 
American Jewish Life.” 
on The mecting was held under the auspices of the 
Jout Emergency Committee, Bachad, and Jews 
College Students’ Union Society, and was presided 
over by the Rev. S. Abramovitz. 
Mr Brotman said that they had all heard of the 
arcas—places im which Jews were 
told in polite, and sometimes not so polite, lan- 
guage that they were not wanted.

be acoepied, any of their little non-Jewish friends. 
In gencral one could say that this social 
geparatism was to be found im the larecly populated 
places where Jews formed a considerable propor- 
ion of the population. They met in business and 
in the political sphere, Dut they did not meg ‘a 
their homes. It was regarded by many Jews and 
by many non-Jews as a bad thing because America 
wanted to advance Americanism, which meant no 
distinction between the dificrent citizens. 
There was als a certain amount of discrimina- 
tion in employment, and he had been told on very 
: good authority that in the banks, for example, there 
{ were cxceedingly few Jews, and even in certain 
stores there was apparentivy a strict limit to the 
number of Jewish assistants employed. As a result 
of this discrimination, Jews were contined to cer- 
tain industries in which they were also commonly 
engared im this country.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CAUSE & EFFECT 


HE reading of the Book of Deuteronomy 's 
always begun on the Sabbath preceding Tisha 
b'Av and a reason for this arrangement may 

be suggested. One thought runs like a thread of 
gold through this Book, viz., the destiny of Israel 
s bound up with God. The message which Moses 
delivered to the people before his death was that 
they must consider themselves different from ail 
ether nations both in their aims and constitution. 
Every other nation @riginated in a tribe which, under 
the leadership of a powerful chief, extended its terri- 
tory through victories on the battlefield and the im- 
corporation of the vanquished who survived. Not 
so Isracl. Uf they became numerically strong, it was 
because “ the Lord your God hath multiplied you.” 
If they were on the point of acquiring a homeland, 
the reason was, as God told them, “ Behold I have 
set the land before you; go in and possess the | 

which the Lord swore unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed after them.” Israel's con- 
quest depended upon His covenant and not upon 
human prowess. 

Moses urged another important paint of differ- 

ence. The Israclite nation, when settled on the 
land, was not to be governed by the whim of an 
individual or the undisputed word of an autocrat. 
Justice and equtity must bear sway over the com- 
munity, “ for the judgment is God's.” The Divine 
voice speaks when the verdict is true. Over and 
over again Moses exhorted them to remember that 
the statutes and ordinances of God must control 
their lives, collectively and individually. Having 
stated these fundamental principles, Moses pro- 
ceeded to review the past history of the Israclites 
from the time of the exodus and showed how dis- 
aster was always the. consequence of their violation. 
He recalled occasions when the people set their 
trust in the usual methods of campaign adopted by 
neighbouring nations, and invariably they had cause 
to regret it. 


A“ this is a summary of the first chapter of 
Deuteronomy, and it points a moral whieh is 
appropriately brought to our attention at this season 
of the Jewish year. The Fast of Av com- 
memorates the two overwhelming catasirophes 
which befell the Israelite nation, and they are but 
additienal illustrations of the truth of the exhorta- 
tion delivered in the Plains of Moab. Those 
calamities were bound to happen, because the warn- 
ing uttered by Moses had been ignored: Read the 
Instory of the declining years of the Northern and 
Southern Kingdoms as recorded in the Books of 
Kings, and the account of the two centuries pre- 
ceding the destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans 
as it ws told im the writings of Josephus, and the 
validity of this claim becomes clear. 

Why were the two Temples destroyed and why 
did the nation twice experience the horrors and 
shame of captivity? Because, instead of remember- 
ing and acting upon the teaching that Israel's 
national aim and constitution welte distinctive,. the 

icy adopted. was to be the same as other nations’. 

he divinely ordained constitution was abandoned 

for one similar to that of the heathen peoples. Their 
conduct of national affairs followed the customary 
lines and departed from those laid down in the 
Torah. Being, then, like all other nations in this 
respect, they had to submit to the law which 
governs the lives of nations, the law of rise and 
fall. Sooner. or tater national eclipse was 
inevitable. It 
to assert that the first chapter of Deuteronomy 
toretells the possibility of Tisha b’Av. 

OR ‘that reason we still need, and shall continue 

to need, to associaté the national fast with this 
Biblical Book. Its moral stands for all time and is 
particularly applicable to-day. A Jewish national 
life is being re-created in our time. The demand 
for a Jewish State is a dominant motive in Jewry. 
But with what purpose? What meaning is to be 
read into the phrase “Jewish Nationalism"? If 
all that ts mtended is the revival of an independent 
political state for Jews, with the normal internal 
and external features of nationhood; if all that is 
aimed at is that a large number of Jews should 
scttic im one land and enjoy home rule to take their 
place among the world’s nationalities: if, in a word, 
the goal is merely to re-establish the kind of. State 


that. existed om the period of -the kings of 
Israel and Judah, and later in the reign of 
the Herods, then the time will come when 


the disasters recalled by Tisha b'Av will happen 
yel again. 

The outstanding lesson of our past history is that 
our existence as a distinctive group is bound up 
with our attachment to God and His revelation to 
Israel. The mystical saying that * God, Isracl, and 
the Torah are a unity” has been verified by long 
experience. If, then, we apply ourselves to the task 
of re-creating in the ancient homeland of Israel a 
community inspired by the ideals which Moses 
addressed to our forefathers as their goal: if it be 
our ambition to make Zion once more the radiat- 
ing centre of spiritual doctrine and bring the light 
of prophetic idealism to bear upon the dark prob- 
lems of the modern world: and if we keep before 
us the attempt to realise the hopes of the ancient 
seers so that Jewry shall no longer be “ the despised 
and rejected of men” but instead become “ a bless- 
ing in the midst of the earth "——then shall we enter 
upon a new and glorious phase of our career which 
will contribute to. the inauguration of an era of 
peace and brotherhood, reconciliation and 
co-operation, for mankind as a ‘whole.

“A Vast Distinction ” 


TO CUT THE “DUAL ALLEGIANCE”

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—I read with much interest your recent 
editorial comments upon Mr. Bergson’s letter to Dr. 


Weizmann. We welcome these commenis, though 
they do not do full justice either to our political 
definitions or to the character of our work. re is, 


however, one statement in your editorial which is 
a definite misdescription. 

The Hebrew Committee of National Liberation 
is not an American-Jewish body. It is a purely 
Hebrew body. That is to say, it is composed of 
Palestinians and stateless Jews who do not owe 
allegiance to any nation but to Hebrew sovereignty. 
The Hebrew Committee of National Liberation hap- 
pens to operate in Washington because at this 
juncture of history Washington is a centre of world 
affairs. It does not function in Palestine partly be- 
cause the British Government in Palestine has 
declared our activities illegal and if any Hebrew 
should propagate our ideals there he would be im- 
prisoned or deported. However, in Palestine the 
Hebrew Committee of National Liberation is daily 
gaining sympathy and moral support. 

am aware that it is very difficult in limited 
space to clarify issues which have been befogged for 
generations. However, I will try in the most con- 
cise form possible to convey to you and to your 
readers some principal points concerning our 
ideological approach:

2. Judaism may be considered anything but a national 
entity. it may include everything—religion, pride of a 
glorious ~inheritance, ethical and moral valucs—cexcept one 
thing. cajied political representation 

3... The five million Jewish citizens of the United States 
ate Americans who wish to remain Americans. Like all 
other Americans, they have a nationa! extraction (in their 
case Hebrew). guite apart from, and in addition to. their 
religioys affiliation, which is Jewish. There-are Americans 
of trish ancestry and Catholic religion, Americans of Dutch 


_@neesgtry and Protestant religion, and in the same way there 


are Americans of Hebrew ancestry and Jewish religion: I! 
belicve that the same could be said of Jewish citizens of 
the United Kingdom. Doubtless the vast majority of them 
consider themscives Britons and wish to remain Britons. 


Empty Claims to Representation 


Therefore. any political presentation or demand on bhe- 
half of the so-called Jewish people of the world is not only 
meaningicss but is also a violation of the right of the 
individual to speak for himsecif. ht is an arbitrary act 
and in contradiction of the realities. A pichiscite among 
the Agerican citizens of Jewish faith would show that 
ninety-nine per cent. of them havé never authorised any- 
one to speak poltticuily in thew name except those duly 
elected representatives to the American Congress, State Iegis- 
latures and Municipal institutions, elected by all the citizens 
of the United States, regardicss of their origin ofr. religion. 

4. On the other hand, vast masses of Jews, mainly in 
Middie and Eastern Europe and Asiatic countrics, having 
for centuries been subjected to persecution of all kinds. have 
fever succeeded .in adjusting themscives in the nations of 
their dispersion. They consider themselves. therefore, a 
specific, ethno-political entity and are determined to regain 
their national freedom and sovereignty as an independent 
nation whose territory is Paicstine. They desite to rebuild 
that country in its historic boundaries, with the Arab popu- 
lation as partners, in a democratic state, based on the prin- 
ciples of the Four Freedoms and the Atlantic Charter. 
This renascent national cntity, hcir tothe ancient Hebrew nation 
is technically and politically composed of 700,000 Hebrew 
citizens of Palestine and also of all those who would 


_ express, througlr a piebiscite or any other convincing form, 


their desire to be repatriated to Palestine. It is. of course. 
undersiood that this docs not affect in any way the legal 
Status, political allegiance or civic rights of nationals of 
Hebrew origin and. Jewish faith in America or in any other 
country 

S. Thus there is a vast distinction between the terms 
Hebrew and Jew. The two are not synonymous. The 
former term (Hebrew) is purely political Hebrews are 
members of the ethno-political entity .of Europe and 
Palestine referred to as the renascent Hebrew nation. They 
owe no alicgiance to any other national sovercienty. <A 
Jew is One (usually of Hebrew ancestry) who adheres to 
the Jewish religion, regardicss of the nation, be it the 
United States, Great Britain, or any other, to which he 
owes his allegiance. 

6. The Hebrew ethno-political entity is empowered to 
speak solely in the name of the members who officially 


adhere to it and has no rieht to speak in the name of 


the Jews of the world who refuse to adhere to it; and 
rice Versa, 

It is a well-known fact that the Irish and Czecho- 
slovak nations achieved their independence thanks 
largely to the support of the Americans of Irish and 
Czech origin. But we have to bear in mind that 
such campaigns of sympathy and support for foreign 
freedom movements in America are possible only 
because they are a general American characteristic 
and tradition. This sympathy and support they 
extended not as members of the Czechoslovak or 
Irish nation, but as Americans of Czech or Irish 
origin who are proud of their ancestry. 

We are seeking to convince the United Nations 
that they must assume the responsibility of re- 
patriating all the Hebrews from Europe who desire 
to end their long exile and to return to their national 
territory—Palestine. We believe that the survival 
and rehabilitation of the Hebrew people is an inter- 
national question and must be dealt with as such. 
We believe that it is, therefore, the moral respon- 
sibility of civilised humanity to bring about a 
solution. of this problem.

But 
Professor Hitti, an Arab professor at Princeton 
University, makes it clear that there are other ele- 
ments in Arab-American sympathies besides busi- 
ness: “ No Westerner,” he states, “ is more high) 
r cted and more implicitly trusted by the Arab 
and Moslem people than the erican.” In fact, 
Hitti declares, “ the word American has become 
associated in the minds of Arabs and Moslems 
with fair play, honourable dealing and democratic 
conduct.”

Kheirallah, wrote a special article on the * Impera- 
tive Necessity of an American Protectorate over 
Morocco.” in the Hitler war, he argued, “ it was 
providential that Morocco afforded a corner-stone 
for U.S. operations,” and “ should the Asiatic war 
be protracted, America’s position and influence wil) 
deteriorate unless it continues its unhampered 
occupation of Morocco.” 


FORTY MILLION ARABS CANT 
BE WRONG! 


Writing in AL an influential pro- 
Government daily paper, of which he is the owner, 
the Egyptian Deputy, Aly Amin, who has recently 
returned from a short trip to England arranged 
by the British Ministry of Information, makes the 
followimg remarks {our Cairo . correspondent 
reports) under the heading “* Public Prevenis 
Accession to Ministry 

* The reason why the British public hates Harold 
Laski is that he is more iv «cligent than necessary 
more capable than necessary, and more cultured 
than necessary, and, above everything else, because 
he is a Jew. 

“The public,” continues Aly Amin, “ hates a 
man of that kind to an unusual extent, because be 
is an eminent man. The man i likes is the 
ordinary fellow, who is sure that everyone is better 
himself, more ‘earned than himself, bette: 
mannered than himself, and wealthier than himself. 
That is why Harold Laski-has lost the opportunity 
of becoming Minister. of Foreign Affairs in the 
next Labour Ministry. People in Great Britain say 
that Arabs will not acquiesce in Great Britain's 
having a Foreign Secretary who is a Jew and that 
it is m the interests of Great Britain to lose Mr 
Laski rather than lose the friendship of 40 million 
Arabs.” 

Another report of Aly Amin’s further comments 
published in his paper States that, while he fore. 
casts a Conservative victory in the elections, by a 


small majority, in the alternative event of a Labour’ 


victory, Professor Laski, and not Mr. Dalton, wold 
become Foreign Minister. 

Writing of Palestine, he says: ** The man in the 
street in Great Britain knows nothing about the 
Palestine problem. However, he does not support 
the idea of Palestine’s becoming a Jewish Nationa! 
Home, The Labour Party, it seems, will attempt 
to carry out their pledges and sect up a Jewish State 
in Palestine. But this should not be surprising te 
anyone who knows that 49 per cent. of the shares 
of the Damty Heratp and the majority of the shares 
of all other Labour papers are in the hands of 
Jews.” 

Aly -Amin extended. his research to Captain 
Ramsaywwhom he describes as “ one of the Con- 
servative leaders,"” who, he says; “* has moved a Bil! 
aiming at limiting the power of Jewish capitalism 
in Great Britain. He maintains that Jewish 
capitalism is ruiming the small business men in 
Great Britain, It is obvious,” adds the Deputy, 
“that Captain Ramsay is opposed to Jewish immi- 
gration into Palestine.”

TENSE ATMOSPHERE IN 
PALESTINE 


Speculation Over the Future 


Nearly everyone with whom one talks nowadays 
(cables our Jerusalem correspondent) appears to 
have the feeling that some major decision—or in- 
decision—portends upon Palestine and that it will 
be followed by something vaguely described as 
“trouble,” although no definite and visible signs 
are apparent to support that conjecture. The feel- 
ing is not confined to any one community; it per- 
meates all thinking, speculation, and conversation 
among people of all sections both official and lay. 

With the war's end, expectations about the 

sibility of some final settlement regarding 

alestine have naturally been sharpened, since it 

is realised that the present policy of drift cannot 
be maintained very much longer. A _ familiar 
feature about such speculation now, however, is 
that it apprehends some sort of trouble, even if 
there is no decision reached, 

On what people pin their theories it is difficult 
to see, but undoubtedly the developments in Syria 
and Lebanon have not gone without the full effect 
of their implications being grasped in this part 
of the Eastern Mediterranean. Only the other 
day, the Jaffa newspaper Fazastrin declared that 
as Britain had proved its friendship for the Arabs 
of the Levant States so strikingly during recent 
times, they must certainly be expected to show 
similar decisive goodwill towards the Arabs of 
Palestine, who are eagerly anticipating a speedy 
solution. Such anticipatory talk, of course, stirs 
up public fancy still more. e 


“ Mischief For. Idle Hands ™ 


Another local factor which ought not to be 
overlooked at this time of year is that between the 
completion of the harvest season from the end 
of August until the ploughing and sowing for the 
winter crops begins in October there is an idie 
agricultural season, during which the thoughts of 
young bloods in Arab villages lightly turn to 
politics. Now these young bloods and other 
elements had plenty to exercise their minds on 
while the war’ was still on, but hostilities have 
receded eastwards several thousands of miles, 
Europe's liberation has become stale, and none 
here has been experiencing the same kind of priva- 
tions as Europeans—empty bellies—to keep their 
minds off such abstract ideas as higher policy 

At present all this talk is not much more than 
a small cloud upon the distant political horizon. 
Even officialdom discusses the possibilities un- 
officially. Yet despite the absence of any ominous 
portents, I have been asked anxiously more times 
now than at any other period since the outbreak 
of war, “Do you think there’s going to 
The only sensible reply which any 
thinking observer is able to give ts, “™ There's 
always that undercurrent of tense expectancy 
brewing when policy remains so inadequate to 
the real constants in any situation.” 


BLIND P.O.W. REGAINS HIS SIGHT 
A Miracle in Palestine 


What is described by doctors in Jerusalem as 
“a miracie’’ happened last week (says the J.T.A,) 
to a recently repatriated+ blind Jewish prisoner. of 
war, when he suddenly regained his eyesight: on 
greeting his little son for the first time simece his 
return, 

The soldier is the 49-year-old Marcus Shechter, 
who enlisted in Tel-Aviv four years ago. He fought 
in Crete and later at Dunkirk, where he broke his 
leg. When taken prisoner by the Germans he was 
shackled and severely manhandied. As a result of 
ill-treatment and starvation he became blind. A 
few weeks ago hte was released from a prison —_ 
by American troops and was brought to England. 
He: arrived in Palestine on board a hospital ship 
and was transferred to the military hospital at 
Ber Yacob, 40 miles north of Jerusalem. 

Fearing that his wife might get a shock on see- 
ing him in such a condition, Shechter wrote to his 
sister in Tel-Aviv, asking her to visit him and bring 
along his nine-year-old son. When he embraced 


his child tears streamed from his eyes and suddenly | 


he felt that his sight was returning. Excitedly he 
called for the doctors, who confirmed that he was 
recovering from blindness. 


THE HEBREW MOVEMENT 


The Palestinian Council of the Brit Ivrit Olamit 
met recenily in: Tel-Aviv. 

Among resolutions passed was one which stated 
that the Council was of the opinion that with the 
end of the European war, and with their. readiness 
to restore their material and spiritual life, the 
time had come for the Hebrew movement to do 
pioneering work in the ficld of education and 
culture. It should become an influential and forma- 
tive factor in Jewish everyday life. Wuh this aim 
in view, it was resolved to convene a first World 
Hebrew Congress in Palestine not later than 1947. 

Another resolution drew aitention to the danger 
of assimilation facing many of the remnant of 
Israel, and, to strengthen the spirit of their brothers, 
the Council turned to the Jewish institutions en- 

ged in rescue work, and in particular the Joint 

escue Campaign in England, to include the 
Hebrew education of Jewish children in the scope 
of their work, with possibly the Brit as the instru- 
ment for concentrating on such Hebrew education, 

The position of the Hebrew Movement in the 
Diaspora and its prospects after the war was a 
much-discussed subject at a banquet organised by 
the Jerusalem Council of the Brit Ivrit Olamiut. 
The Chairman, Mr. M. Klicinman, pointed out the 
need to provide the Golah with a central spiritual 
leadership. 

Among other speakers. Mr. J. Kicinoff described 
the Hebrew Underground Movement in Nazi- 
occupied France.

TEL-AVIV TO ACQUIRE 
EX-GERMAN LAND 


Rush by “ Squatters ” 


The High Commissioner has authorised the Tel- 
Aviv Municipality to acquire 200 dunams of land 
in the areas of Sarona, the former German settle- 
ment, and Jaffa for housing schemes, it is announced 
in the Palestine Official Gazette. 

“land rush” to Sarona, almost reminiscent 
of the Alaska gold-rush, occurred and was 
apparently due to the news leaking out of the 
requisition, people being in a hurry to “ establish 
their rights.” 

One day last weck, at dawn (says the J.T.A.) 
about one hundred people set out from Tel-Aviv on 
lorries, horse-drawn carts, donkeys, and even hand- 
carts, loaded with building materials, to erect tem- 
porary dwellings at Sarona. Workers on the way 
to their factories stopped to stare’ at the strange 
sight, and when they learned what it was about 
many made up their minds at once to join the 
expedition. Everyone seized whatever tools and 
materials he could lay hands on and followed the 
trek of the “ builders.” 

Soon the crowd was swelled by people from the 
suburbs, and later large mumbers of others from 
Tel-Aviv itself joined in. Towards noon thousands 
of men, women, and children were sweating in the 
scorching sun, fencing residential plots, digging 
foundations, and marking out walls. 

Mayor of Tel-Aviv, accompanied by the 
District Officer, the Superintendent of Police, and 
scores of policemen, arrived on the scene, and the 
District Officer. warned the “ land rushers” that 
the Palestine Government would not tolerate tres- 
passing and disturbances. If anybody wanted a 
plot for a house, he added, he should register with 
the appropriate Government Department. The 
Government representative gave the intruders 15 
minutes to remove the structures they had already 
erected. 

Yielding to the official warning, the “ squatters ”’ 
cleared the area, but hundreds besicged the. Land 
Department for registration till late in the evening. 

The District Officer's appeal to the “ intruders ” 
to register their claims was also taken as an indica- 
tion that an enlatgement of the Tel-Aviv. housing 
area was intended by the authorities. 


SHEMEN OIL FACTORY 


An important transaction has just been concluded

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SOVIET JEWISH WOMEN 
Prominent in Arts and Science 


The position of Jewish women in the Soviet 
Union is one of complete equality in every sphere 
of activity and they have shown themselves capable 
of carrying out all kinds of tasks with distinction. 

“ Ask Finkler; she'll think of something,” is the 
catchphrase in one large aircraft factory when any 
difficulty crops up. Sonya Finkler is the manager 
of the Experimental Department of the factory. 
Her department developed from a tiny laboratory 
which was set up to introduce plastics inio the avia- 
tion industry when the shortage of certain materials 
became acute. 

Adapting imported knitwear machines was quite 
a problem until engineer Lydia. Kovarskaya was 
called in. She is the director of the Kosino Knit- 
wear factory, one of the largest in the Soviet Union 
and was one of the first girls to be awarded the 
Order of Lenin. 

At the fishing station of Makhack Kala in 
Daghestan, the chief engineer is Rebecca Kirshen- 
baum from Astrakhan. Previously she was director 
of a fish cannery. 

Sophie Kriuchkina, a geologist, is manager of one 
of the Baku oilfields. Hers is one of the best fields 
and has several times won the All-Union 
competition. 

Among the many other Jewish women in res- 
ponsible positions are Henrietta Katz, head of an 
important department at a large defence factory in 
Siberia, Dora Khazan who is Assistant Commissar 
at the People’s Commissariat of the Textile Industry, 
and Maria Kaganovich, Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Knitted Goods Workers’ Trade 


Union. 
A Famous Scientist 


In the field of science Jewish women have been 
exceptionally prominent. The best Known is Lena 
Stern, a member of the Academy of Sciences, a 
Stalin Prize winner, and Director of the Institute of 
Physiology. 

The doctor in charge of the Mechnikov Institute 
where valuable anti-tetanus sera were made during 
the war is Marie Segal, the daughter of a poor 
Jewish family in a small town in the Vilna region. 
Rebecca Talmud, research chemist, and Rachel 
Freidlin are other women scientists of merit. 

Two women are eminent m the sphere of ecorio- 
mics, Dr. Rebecca Levine, who is working on agri- 
cultural problems, ahd Nina Lukyanova, an expert 
on the Japanese language who has wrilien 48 
works on Japan. 

In the world of music women conductors are 
not, as a rule, prominent, but in the Soviet Union 
there are several, the best known being Eugenic 
Slavinskaya who conducts at the Bolshoi Theatre 
in Moscow. She has held this position since 1929. 
Another famous Jewish woman conductor 1s 
Braginskaya Sholomovich. 

A feature of Soviet life is the large number of 
children’s theatres and one of the most beloved figures 
in this field is Yulia Yukskaya: She has been acting 
for 25 years but is still one of the best interpreters 
of children’s parts, both male and female. Just be- 
fore the war she took the part of Prince Edward 
in Mark Twain's “ The Prince and the Pauper.” 
During the war she has been very popular on the 
radio in children’s programmes.

country from which they had been deported and 


were taken to Belgium where they at present are 
permitie® to stay. But obviously these arrange- 
ments, for which all those whom | met were most 
grateful, whilst helping the deportees, do not affect 
the great majority of those who were lucky enough 
to avoid deportation, but unfortunate enough to 
have lived for years under the abominable condi- 
tions I have tried to indicate in previous articles. 
They may in certain cases be helped considerably 
by what is technically known as “ restitution.” But 
governmental action m that direction seems to be 
sull far off in Belgium—as elsewhere. 

There are organisations and commitieces who are 
trying to offer a helping hand. I mentioned in my 
last article the aclive support given by the American 
Jomt and its representatives in Belgium. They 
collaboraic closely with a central Belgian com- 
mittee called “* Aide aux Israélites Victimes de la 
Guerre,” whose offices are at 7, Rue Gaucheret. 
Alfred Goldschmidt, Paul Philipson. and Professor 
Allard, of the University of Brussels. are the main 
executive officers. The “Service Evacuation § et 
Regroupment des Juifs™ and its “ Section de 
Recherche and Repatriement "’ are affiliated to the 
main commitice, with offices at 111, Rue de la 
Source.

Al lIcast now they 
are described on their identity cards as “ non- 
enemies.” Ihey have a special commitice in 
Brussels at 48, Rue du Congrés, with Mr. 
Gompertz as Chairman. These and other com- 
mittees try to help as much as they can. In 
many imdividual cases they provide advice and 
assistance, Also in negotiations with the various 


authorities, they scem to have done a considerable 


amount of good work. 

But all the same, just as in France, here also I 
had the strong impression that the totality of the 
problems which cry out to. be solved is of such 
dimensions that much more powerful and far- 
reaching action is required if the aim of rehabilita- 
tion apd resettlement of those Jews who survived 
is to be reached. The comparatively happier 
picture I ‘have drawn of the Jewish situation in 
Belgium as compared with that in other liberated 
countries must be qualihed by an emphatic state- 
ment that the marzoriv of Jews in Belenim have 
been just as. mercilessly uprooted. as. have their 
brethren elsewhere. There are a few exceptions. 
But they .are very few. Most of the Jews im 
Belgium will have to start to build up their posi- 
tions from nothing once more. That will not be 
very easy under post-war. conditions, particularly 
for men and women who have passed through 
years of terrible hardship and danger. 

That is why | cannot refrain from repeating my 
urgent appeal to Jewry im all the countries which 
remained free, to get together, to take counsel, and 
to-form some great, central, international organisa- 
tion ad hoc to devise and carry out, in the closest 
possible collaboration with individual governments 
and international governmental organisations, short- 
term and long-term policies necessary for the re- 
settlement -and. rehabilitauuon of Jewry. 

One final illustration of the necessity of such 
action: The number -of Jewish children in Belgium 
who, during the Nazi occupation, were tucked 
away in non-Jewish priva:e homes and .convents 
was given to me as a conservative estimate as 2,100. 
A considerable number of them, I was told, have 
returned. Three Jewish Children’s Homes have 
been established with the help of the “ Joint": in 
different parts of the country. They are ready to 
receive the remainder of these children. -But there 
are difficulties—to which reference has been .madc 
in THe JEWIsH CHRONICLE—in getting ths work 
completed.

thing which might give the impression of ungrate- 


fulness towards those who saved the children’s hives. 
But on the other hand, it is generally felt that a 
child's religious faith is too high a price to have to 
pay for its physical salvation... The present situa- 
tion causes deep grief and often arouses passion. 
The traditional Jewish conception that he who 
abandons the Jewish faith ts dead to the Jewish 
community largely affects sentuments and thoughts. 

After my return I saw these problems discussed 
in the columns of THe Times. There are certainly 
good reasons for putting these matters before public 
opinion, But I cannot help feeling that it might 
be more helpful if the issue were kept as far away 
as possible from the rivalries of differing religious 
faiths and left to a more impartial, judicial settle- 
ment. In short, I wish the Belgian Government 
could be moved to take the matter in hand. In 
many cases it should be possible to appoint a rela- 
tive of the child as guardian; and where no such 
relative can be traced, the community to which the 
child belonged should be enabled take charge 
of the child. Such arrangements are absolutely 
necessary if the younger generation are to help 
a littl to replace the terrible losses which Jewry 
has suffered in recent years. 

European Jewry during the past years has been 
slaughtered at a rate which puts right out of com- 
parison the losses of the belligerent nations during 
the war. It is the rational argument from this 
which a government authority would appreciate 


and which in many ways might be marshalled to . 


support the moral and emotional appeal. And it 
may weil be that such tactics are the best—not only 
for the solution of the particular problem of the 
Jewish child, but for the solution of many other 
of the outstanding Jewish problems.

THEY ARE BEING ALLOWED 
TO DIE! 


UNINFORMED or half-informed persons in this country, 
Jews as well as non-Jews, may be under the comfortable 
impression that, now that the Nazi power has been broken, 
everything is for the best in the best of all possible worlds so 
far as the Jewish survivors of the Nazi terror camps are 
concerned. There could be no more sad or complete 
delusion, as those in touch with the facts can and do testify. 
It is, indeed, because of the extreme urgency of this matter 
that it is imperative once agaig to call attention to it. 

It is true that since the Allies took control in Germany 
the delige of deaths in the camps in Germany has easéed 
somewhat, and the Jewish inmates do not perish by their 
thousands dally. But they do still perish in great numbers. 
A reliable witness to conditions in the camps not more than 
three weeks ago affirmed that there were 12,000 Jews in 
hospital in Belsen; many past praying for. They were 
dying by their hundreds, thus making even recent lists of 
survivors quickly out of date and worse than useless. Others 
wer@less grievously sick. A number still able to walk 
about had left the camps and tried to get away somewhere, 
anywhere on foot. Many of these had died on the way. 

It is horrifying to learn that probably because of red tape, 
or some technicality or other, these starved and devitalised 
camp inmates, representing the very first people upon whom 
the Nazis made war, ate receiving only the meagre rations 
allowed to the German. civilian population, rations far 


‘below the barely adequate ones received by the people of 


this country. 

But what is really telling most, on the health of body 
and mind alike, are the hideous surroundings in which. the 
immates have to go on existing, an environment haunted 
by foul and ghastly memories, peopled in imagination by 
ghosts of the thousands who have succumbed, and echoing 
still in their ears with the screams of the gas chambers. And 
if they wake from their memories itis to gaze upon the 
mass graves into which thousands of their fellow-Jews 
were flung. Some have been confined in various camps 
for nine or ten years. They have lived. on because, 
with robust Jewish optimism, they have refused to give way 
to despair, and have hoped that one day friendly, sym- 
pathetic, Jewish voices ‘from the outer world would be 
heard, sympathetic Jewish hands stretched: forward to help 
them, understanding Jewish mings exercised to comfort 
them with visions of a happier. future. But under =the 
present bitterly. disappointing conditions, the stout hearts 
can keep up the fight no longer, even the bravest are losing 
ther last link with life—hope. Hope must be kept burning 
in their souls or life will slip away from their bodies. 
Assurance must be given these hapless. brethren of ours 
that they are not forgotten of their own people and that 
something is In process to pustily their hope And the need 
for this is desperate and cannot wait-—-if the death-roll is 
not to mount mdefinitely. 

Yet, what has been done so far by British and American 
Jewries—the only two communities Mm any position to tackle 
the job-—-has, painful to relate, been almost negligible com- 
pared with the magnitude of the task. . The leaders of the 
organisations concerned would not deny this melancholy 
truth, and would probably add the despairing belief that 
there was Serious risk that the results of their efforts would 
be negligible for some considerable time. Money alone 
cannot end ry bHoit-could the generosity of the Central 
British Fund in contributing promptly to the financial 
requirements, and the charity of the community as a whole, 
would puta less forbidding aspect on the prospect. Shortage 
©! commodities and lack of transport and personnel stand 
like lions in the path—and this can be summed up by 
Suying that the working out of plans for, and the securing 
o!, prompt and effective government co-operation is the real 
prooien which bars the way. 

lt is rehably estimated that, roughly, there are still about 
0G Jews in-all the camps of the British and American 
zones in Germany, persons who are cither. stateless o1 
citizens of countries to which, for a variety of reasons, they 
just Cannot retura. Of this total about three-quarters are 
in different stagés of iliness, from nearness to death to a 
debilitated physical and mental condition. But very many of 
the sick are genuinely convalescent, and with kindly atten- 
tion and tresh surroundings could become in a little while 
useful, self-reliant citizens once more. Something like 
60,000 have relatives in the free countries, chiefly in America. 
but iq Palestine, South Atnica, and to the extent of some 
ee Britain. These relatives, to their 

. Support them, and nurse them back 

definiteh Phe a wine or the navens of their lands for a 
any sure ol reward in the next few 


years when humanity will need every pair of hands to pick 
up the pieces—would only accord with the United Nations 
sincere protestations and noblest traditions. ; 
As for those who have been robbed of all their relatives 
as wejl as of everything else, is it reasonable to forbid them 
access to that soil to which alone they turn their wistful 
eyes in their distress, their only possible home, their own 
home, the Jewish National Home? The arms of their 
fellow-Jews in Palestine stand wide open for them. In the 
Land of Israel their cruel sufferings will be assuaged, their 
bitter memories effaced, and an act of elementary justice 
will bear splendid fruit in men and women reborn and 
human rights vindicated. It is not to be believed that this 
appeal will be callously rejected. But time presses and the 


need, we emphatically repeat, is urgent—desperately urgent.. 


It is a thought too shameful for us to risk even the tiniest 


shadow of justification, that the urgency, the lack of time 


in which to save these human lives, could be accepted as 
itself a solution of this problem. With such a disgrace 
pinned upon us Jews, we of this generation would have 
forfeited our every right to speak before the tribunal of 
human conscience. With such a shame attached to the 
leaders of the United Nations at this critical hour, their 
plans and protestations for a better, juster world, a world 
of decent treatment for the common man, would.crumble 
beneath an unanswerable confession of hypocrisy and sham. 
The fate of these poor victims is an unerring test of the 
shape of things to come which responsible men would be 
ill advised to neglect. 


THE MINORITIES CURSE 


SoME recent statements on minority policy, together, in some 
instances, with its actual implementation, have hardly attracted 
the attention they deserve. A few weeks ago, for instance, Dr. 
Sommerstein, one of the earliest members of the new Polish 
Government, while making it perfectly clear that, so far as it 
could be secured, the Jews of- Poland would enjoy absolute 
equality, uttered the warning that the aim of the new Poland 
was to be a homogeneous State. Poland, he said, had made 
ereat sacrifices of traditional associations for. the sake of 
ridding herself of her vexatious minority problems, and hoped 
that Polish Jews averse from losing themselves in the majority 
population would voluntarily transfer to Palestine, no com- 
pulsion in the matter being contemplated. Some weeks later, 
a member of the Czech Government, Dr. Kolar, addressed 
himself in similar. terms to the Jews of Czechoslovakia—a 


‘country, be it remembered, in which, before the war, not only 


did very little anti-Semitism exist, but where Jews were permitted 
politically to classify themselves if they desired as Zionists, 
and thereby to become a kind of national minority with 
cultural distinctions, The Jewish public, Dr. Kolar went on, must 
realise that they had only two alternatives: either to choose 
Jewish nationality in an independent State—the only possi- 
bility for this. being in Palestine—or to accept complete 
assimilation with the nation in whose midst they dwelt. This 
week President Benes underlines this. statement with — the 
intimation that there would be no national: minorities in 
Cvechoslovakia, adding that everything possible would be 
done to facilitate the emigration to Palestine of. Jews opting 
for that alternative, Russia, we must remember, has not con- 
tented herself with. declarations, but in her practical way has 
solved the Ukrainian and White Russian problems. by uni- 
fying the separated portions of each of these territories. 
Plainly, the nations of Eastern and Central Europe who have 
learned, by bitter experience, the danger all round of outlying 
minorities, are out to solve the problem by direct action——byj 
making a clean sweep of them. This raises important issues 
of whfch Jews must take serious note. Only one point may 


be mentioned at this stage: it is all very well for Poland 


and Czechoslovakia to suggest that Jews opposed to total 
assimilation should proceed to Palestine: they do not say how 
they are to accomplish this in the face of Palestine’s closed 
doors. | 


“SHAKING HANDS WITH MURDER” 


Tue question of whether the ban on fraternisation with the 
native population in Germany should or should not be main- 
tained ampngst the British troops. there, is, according to 
seemingly reliable information, soon to be. decided in the 
negative. Reports are highly contradictory. Some aver that the 
ban is being effectively observed. Others say that it is continually 
flouted-in actual practice by the soldiers themselves. One Times 
report from Hertford, Westphalia, speaks of a local café being 
packed with British troops and German men and women, and 
of the British seated beside German girls . handing them 
cigarettes, buying them “ weak German beer, talking and 
joking with them, and shaking hands with them when they 
left.”. Another correspondent in the British zone asserts that 
for 99 per cent of the Army: fraternisation means liberty to 
consort with young German women! After enumerating some 
possible minor advantages of lifting the fraiernisation ban, 
he urges the “serious objection” that it would probably 
distress a large number of people at home. Surely the wives 
and sweethearts of British soldiers in Germany have some 
claim to consideration in the matter. This same correspondent 
also has the courage to say a word on the question of German 
atrocities. “German acquiescence in the system,” he says 
without mincing words, “was complete, and even now the 
horrors of the camps (which were under-written rather than 


_Over-written by correspondents) are not reprobated as they 


ought to be.” Shaking hands with these people is only reminis- 
cent therefore of a phrase once current in this country in a 
different connection: it is “ shaking hands with murder.” 
No one can reasonably argue that it therefore becomes a_ 
short cut to the “re-educating of Germany” so Strongly 
desired bythe Allies andso.imperative if. our.children. are 
not to witness more Belsens and Buchenwalds in the future. 


unpleasant. 


A WAY OUT 

THe best way to make non-fraternisation effective is toenforce 
it not upon the British troops but on the Germans. With 
their well-known subservience to authority——especially mili- 
tary’authority adorned by success—we should soon see an end 
to the present disobedience on the part of the Teuton sirens, 
and to all the perils which it probably holds. When a 
number of soldiers on leave have been asked why this step 
had not been taken they have invariably expressed astonish- 
ment that such an obvious solution of part at least of the 
trouble should have been overlooked. A few large and impres- 
sive “ Verboten” notices signed by the military commanders 
would meet the case. 


UNSATISFACTORY 


Since the death of the last Principal of Jews’ College, the 
Chief Rabbi has, with great public spirit, carried on the work 
under the title of Acting Principal, A Committee set up by 
the College recommended some time ago, what was obviously 
an urgent need for the College, that a permanent occupant of 
the office should be appointed, and a sub-committee was set 
up to receive applications, 
“having regard to all the circumstances prevailing at the 
present time,” no permanent appointment should be made. 
Now no explanation of these “ circumstances” seems to have 


been offered, and the Council, at its last meeting, accepted 


the sub-committee’s alternative suggestion that until the 
time is reached when a Principal is finally appointed— 
how long the interval is to be the Community was given no 
hint—Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein should be made Director of 
Studies, and combine with this the duties and responsibilities of 
Principal. This proposal was accepted; and so the College 
is left for the time being. Everyone who knows Dr, Epstein’s 
very great abilities and scholarship. will wonder why he was 
not given the immediate post of Principal instead of the 
Council's taking two bites at the cherry. And those who are 
unaware of his academic distinction will wonder still more 


how the appointment of a “ Director of Studies ” can in any ° 


way meet the pressing need for the appointment of a Principal. 
The obvious question was asked at the Council meeting why 
the vacancy could not be pérmanently filled immediately. 
To which the answer given by Sir Robert Waley Cohen was 
that he thought it better not to go into the reasons as “ there 
were a number of things they thought it undesirable to discuss 
in public.” .In that case, the Council might ‘at least have been 
given the opportunity. to hear them in private, but no sugges- 
tion to that effect seems to have been made. One member 
wanted to know what exactly was meant by a Director of 
Studiés, and the explanation offered was, to say the least of 
it, a triumph of vagueness. So after all these weeks of fuss 
and talk, the whole question of the Principalship of the College 
is left in a very unsatisfactory position. Even the least 
suspicious of people will be led to consider for a moment 


- whether this apparently ridiculous procedure is in any way con- 


nected with some. personal or communal political divergence— 
and such a thought must have a fatal effect on that public 
enthusiasm for the College which it must evoke if it is eyer to 
thrive. The College could have a great future, and could play an 
invaluable part in the revival of British Judaism. But its 
status in the eves of the public is not likely to be raised by 
a policy of second thoughts, makeshifts, hesitations, and 
delays. 


SCANDAL ON THE LEFT 


DISTURBING reports are reaching this country concerning the 
conditions prevailing in certain Jewish hostels for orphan 
children run by Jewish “leftists” in Belgium. Under the 
euphemistic designation of * non-Orthodox,” the administration 
is in fact anti-Jewish in the religious sense. In several of 
them, indeed; conducted ‘by a Committee controlled b\ 
Madame Perelman, wife of Professor Perelman, himself an 
outspoken agnostic, the whole atmosphere and education is 
anti-God, and Judaism is not allowed to enter into- the 
children’s lives. It is true that the hostels where this appalling 
state of affairs is reporied constitute only a fraction of the 
work being done for Jewish children. But that is no justifi- 
cation for tolerating such de-Judaising of our ‘little ones as 
though it signified nothing at all, and still less, if possible. 
for pretending that it does not exist merely because it is so 
lf we demand the rescuing of the Jewish little 
ones from the hands of conversionists, we cannot, with any 
consistency, leave others of them in godless surroundings, even 
if those who tend them there are of Jewish origin. So are 
many misstonaries! 


JOHN HARRIS 


THE passingsof the Rev. John Harris removes one of the 
finest communal personalities. His gifts as a preacher were 
considerable, and his modesty. and sincerity no less con- 
spicuous. But the characteristic which shone in him and most 
deserves to be cherished was his unbending devotion to 
principle. Many still alive will remember how, when Minister 
of the Princes Road Synagogue, Liverpool, in 1914, he 
courageously refused, in defiance of the greatest pressure, to 
support war in any way or to bless and encourage the making 
of war. He was a convinced pacifist and, in the face of 
powerful hostility, maintained his attitude with unwavering 
determination and faith, never for one moment flinching from 
the sacrifices which, he must have known, that course was bound 
to entail, Like many others, THe JewisH. CHRONICLE believed, 
and still maintains the opinion, that the pacifist faith to which 
he adhered was wrong; but these columns never hesitated to 
appreciate the true worth of a real man and a true servant 
of God, and to insist on the duty to respect honest views so 
patently sincere. The Ministry, and indeed all services in the 
Community,.could do. with more of his simple, splendid. type. 
May he rest in eternal peace!. |

ZIONISM AT EVE-OF-POLL 
MEETING 


At an eve-of-the-poll meeting held at the Sedgley 
Park School, King’s Road, Prestwich, Mr. A. E. 
Roberts, Chairman of the Prestwich Conservative 
Association, referred to the speech he had made 
there a week earlier which, he said, “has given 
pain to some of my Jewish friends,” and he went 
on to read a statement “to correct any wrong im- 
ession ” that had been created by the report of 
is speech. 

Major E. E. Gates, the National Conservative 
candidate, said that in the years during which he 
had, while a Member of Parliament, studied the 
Jewish problem he had arrived at the conclusion 
that that problem must never be allowed to be 
dragged down into British party politics. He did 
not care whether he won or lost votes, but was 
convinced that the case for a Jewish National 
Home had been established far beyond any doubt. 
Not only must there be a National Home, but there 
was only one place for it, Palestine. Jews and 
non-Jews, went on Major Gates, had the great 
privilege in common to be citizens of this country, 
which involved a responsibility, and he wanted to 
remove the suspicion that any one group,'be it old- 
age pensioners, cyclists, or Jews, were going to 
vote as a body; every individual had to consider 
his separate responsibility. 

Councillor A. Moss, J.P., who said he was and 
always had been a Liberal, spoke of his acquaintance 
for many years with Mr. Roberts and the friendly 
attitude he had taken towards the Zionist position 
in Palestine. Councillor Moss said he wanted to 
explain to his non-Jewish friends why the Jewish 
position in Palestine had been stressed during the 
election, and went on to tell of the hundreds of 
thousands of Jews who were waiting for succour 
and rehabilitation: 


MR. GOLLANCZ ADDRESSES 
LEEDS ZIONISTS 


At the invitation of the Leeds Women's Zionist 
Council, Mr. Victor Gollancz addressed a repre- 


sentative gathering of over 300 people at the 
Queen's Hotel, Leeds. Mrs. H. Rosenthall 
presided. 


Mr. Gollancz traced the history of anti-Semitism 
through the ages, and pointed out its peak periods. 
Would there be further peaks in anti-Semitism? 
He feared so because no one seemed sufficiently 
interested in the Jewish problem and _ therefore 
nothing was being done to cleanse the world of 
this terrible disease. : 

He had always considered himself a keen inter- 
nationalist, said the speaker. It was after he had 
probed deeply into Zionism that he was convinced 
he could be an internationalist and still a Zionist. 
As an internationalist he had been most caretul 
about the Arab question, but he considered that 
if they could deal with the decent honest element 
of the Arab people, they would be able to come to 
an understanding. Palestine was one per cent of 
the whole of Arabian tefritory: and if the Situa- 
tion were put to a true Arab delegation—that by 
giving Palestine to the Jews they would be saving 
masses of despairing lives—they would achieve that 
understanding.

GUARDIANS’ ANNUAL MEETING 


Despite many difficulties, the Glasgow Jewish 
Board of Guardians improved its position during 
the past year. This was revealed at the 78th annual 
meeffig, at which Mr. Benjamin Strump, M.B.E., 
J.P., presided, 

Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. Hon, President and 
Treasurer, stated that the income for the year 
amounted to £7,939, which showed an increase of 
£844 compared with the previous year—an increase 
chiefly due to the fine efforts of the Board's 
Auxiliary, which had raised £2,255. The annual 
subscriptions had increased from £1,524 to £1,718. 
But, said Sir Maurice, they required to have a 
bigger number of subscribers—between 300 and 400 
more—so that subscriptions could be broadly based 
on the whole community. 

In expenditure there had been a_ decrease. of 
£600, but while they had dealt with fewer cases, 
- relief granted had been on a more generous 
scale. 

Now that there had been a complete change in 
the methods of. granting relief, the speaker sug- 
gested that consideration might be given to 
changing the name of the Board to the Glasgow 
Jewish Welfare Council.

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OBITUARY 
THE REY. JOHN S. HARRIS 


The death occurred on Sunday, at Cambridge, in 
his 70h wear, of the Rev. John S. Harris. Mr. 
Harris will be chiefly remembered for the 
courageous assertion of his strong pacifist principles 
during the 1914-18 war, which led to his dismussa! 
from the Liverpool Synagogue at which he was 
then Munoester. 

John Solomon Harris was born in London, the 
eldest son of the Rev. Raphael Harris, who was for 
nearly fifty years minister at the Bayswater Syna- 
gorue and had also held the position at Liverpool 
later occupied by his son. The deceased was edu- 
cated at the City of London School, University 
and Jews’ Colleges; he graduated at the London 
University. His first ministerial post was at 
the New West End Synagogue, where he acted as 
assistant to the fate Rev. S. Singer. He was then 
appointed as Assistant Minister and Reader at fie 
Princes Road Syriagogue, Liverpool; here he re- 
maimed until 1916.. 

Ic was in March of that year that Mr. Harris 
declared publicly that he’ was a conscientious 
objector and “ deemed it his duty as a Jewish 
Minister to assist in every way the Jewish con- 
scientious objector and others who are supporting 
liberty of. canscience and the sanctity of human 
life, and aré endeavouring to realise in their lives 
the peace ideals of the Hebrew Prophets.” | 

The Congregation.deemed it very ill-advised otf 
their Minister to voice such sentiments then. 
Although Mr. Harris repeatedly declared that the 
views he expressed were entirely his own and did 
not implicate his Congregation, he was summarily 
dismissed after serving the Synagogue for 21 years 
-—@n action which aroused considerable indignation

“LIBERATED” POLISH JEWS 


A harrowmeg account of what he had seen in 
concentration camps in the Anglo-American zone 
in Germany was given-at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, E.1, on Sunday by Major H. Kleptisch, 
Chaplain to the Polish Army Division, B.L.A.. 
when he addressed a meeting of the Federation of 
Polish Jews. 

There were now 50,000 Polish Jews in Germany. 
he said, but he believed they would find more, 
[hose who had been freed were between 20 and 40 
years of age... They subsisted on a most meagre 
and miserable diet, which fell far short. even now— 
after they had been hberated some months—of what 
the diet for a human being should be. They were 


herded in huts, with 14 to 16 crowded mto one 
room, Phey were almost naked and walked about 
barefooted. 


Most of the children, he went on, were orphans. 
They held their heads erect in their: staugchness to 
thear Judaism. “* We are Jews and we shall remain 
Jews,” they proclaimed with pride. Every one of 
them had had their litth arms: tattooed ‘by. their 
task masters. 

The only country in which these Jews wanted to 
settle, the Chaplain added, was Eretz. Yisrael, and 


the first question they asked when one went to a 


Camp to see them was. “Is there any. news: about 
the certificates for Palestine?” 
“Phere were 11,000 Polish Jews, said Maio? 
Kiepfisch, in Bergen-Belsen.. He told the meeting 
that the Jewish Flag now flew in these camps instead 
of the Swastika. and that the Jews, despite. their 
predicament, sang Hebrew songs and . Zemirot. 
They. could indeed be proud of them.

THE SYNAGOGUE AND 
MUSIC 


The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch gave the concluding 
lecture in the series organised by the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue, when he spoke last 
week at the Adolph Tuck Hall on “ Music in the 
Life of the Community.”” Mr. B. Rapaport presided. 

Mr. Mayerowitsch said that for centuries music 
had dominated the Synagogue. In England the 
first by-laws of the Great Synagogue laid it down 
that at the conclusion of Friday evening and 
Festival services “ Yigdal ” should be sung in the 
traditional way. By the middle of the 18th century 
there were various beautiful tunes for “ Yigdal, 
a different one for each Festival and for the Peni- 
tential Days. It was the publishing of the Friday 
evening “ Yigdal " which made history. 

The work of John Braham and Isaac Nathan was 
of great historical significance because it brought 
Jewish music for the first time to the notice of the 
world at large. Another significant and noteworthy 
fact was that in Braham and Leoni Anglo-Jewry 
had produced two of the greatest singers of the 
iSth century. It could safely be said that the 
London Jewish community had made the greatest 
contribution to Jewish music in that century. 

They did not stop there. They engaged the best 
Chazanim, offered them positions for life, and 
treated them with the respect and kindness due -to 
ambassadors of the community. He had no hesi- 
tation in saying that they had given the Chazan a 
status that he did not enjoy anywhere else in the 
world by giving him the status of a Minister. 

Mr. Mayerowitsch suggested the singing method 
of teaching Hebrew, which would give a fillip to 
Jewish education. What was of paramount im- 
portance, he concluded, was that witu the destruc- 
tion of the East European congregations there was 
going to be a serious shortage in the supply of 
Chazanim. The time had come when the com- 
munity had to make provision for the training of 
Chazanim. Jews’ College had opened its doors to 
students of Chazartut, but mae 4 as an act of grace. 
It would be a policy of prudence to take up the 
matter as soon as possible.

The ecapression 
shema vitlosh lest one should pull or cut a 
off a tree to use as a whip”), as in sO many similar 
cases, does not contain the whole reason for the Issor 
It ts rather an illuswation of the underlying principle. This 
principle is that there is always ereat danger that riding 
or travelling may lead to the commission, consciously of 
unconsciously, of various other Issurim. kt will thus 
be seen that so far from having become imapplicabic, 
the Issor of taveliing has, if anything, increased in force 
in modern times, When one considers how many viocola- 
tions of the Divine Sabbath-law are bound up with present- 
day travel For cxample, travelling in a private car in- 
volves ignition, causing a spark; it May necessitate the 
catryine out of repaits on the road, mending punctures, 
etc. - Travelling on a bus of tram necessarily involves 
carrying (an Issur Torah, see Exodus xvi, 27-28; Numbers 
xv. 32; Shabbat vii, 2), and the handling of mioncy Tt 
must be strongly emphasised that travelling remains an 
Issor in all circumstances. Even though in some special 
cas¢ a person may find himecif able to travel without 
any apparent infringement of other Issurim, yet the Issor 
of travelling remains, since the danger of Sabbath<icsecra- 
tion, from forgetfulness ofr otherwise, is always present 
There may well be more cxplanations for the law against 
travelling on Shabbat, but the above observations are 
enough to indicate the wellknown method adopted by 
our Chachamim in laying down the Gezecrot. The reasons 
madc public are often now exhaustive (see Avodah Zarah. 
3Sa) A sincere and searching study is therefore necessary 
before the full meaning of any Issor can be understood

The positions available are 
postal examiner, telephone and iclegraph censor, 
translation clerk and supervisor, accountant and 
book-keeper, and personnel clerk. At least one 
year's employment is offered, with a possible pro- 
longation as long as the Army of the United States 
has need of such services in the occupied territory. 
After the contract has been finished the holders 
of these jobs will be able to return to the United 
Kingdom if they wish, where they will resume their 
original status. 

A perfect knowledge of German ts necessary, in- 
cluding German Gothic script, and a knowledge of 
at least one more language fluently. The age-limuit 
is normally SO for men and 40 for women; all 
must be in perfect health. The salary is £27 10s. a 
month for up to three languages, and a ten per 
cent increase if- more Janguages are spoken. 
Quarters and meals will be furnished free by the 
U.S. Army, as well as medical care and one unt- 
form. Permanent buildings, wherever available, 
will be used to house the volunteers.

Only 4 oz, meat is required for these tasty 
snacks. The pastry is economical with fat, bur 
beautifully flaky if made according to instructions. 

For Filling. Chop an onion finely and fry a 
golden brown in 4 oz. dripping. Add 4 oz. un- 
cooked minced meat and stir over a gentle heat 
for five minutes. Remove from heat, season wel! 
with salt and pepper and mix with two-thirds of a 
reconstituted egg. 

For the Pastry. Selfraising flour 6 07., cooking 
fat 1} oz., pinch of salt, cold water to mix (about 
6 tablespoonfuls). 

Sieve flour and salt into a bowl and add fat cut 
into fairly large pieces, and add sufficient water 
to form a soft dough. Knead thoroughly and rol! 
out on a floured board into a long even strip, 
three times as long as wide. Fold over into three 


and turn pastry so that the open edges are towards | 


you. Continue rolling, folding and turning twice 
more, then leave to stand for a quarier of an 
hour, Roll out thinly, cut into three-inch squares 


and spread on the meat mixture. Damp edges of 
pastry and roll up tightly.

Flour 6 oz., baking powder 1 teaspoontul, cook- 
ing fat or margarine 4 oz., celery salt 1 level tca- 
spoonful, liquid vegetable extract | teaSpoonful, 
about 2 gill cold water. 

Sieve dry ingredients into a bowl and rub in 
fat, Add vegetable extract mixed with the water 
and knead to a pliable dough.

Incidentally ... 


RABBI DR. EPSTEIN 


There will be much interest and many good 
wishes in the community over the appointment of 
Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein as Director of Studies 
of Jews’ College, a new title which, as was 
explained at the meeting of the College Council, 
which ratified the appointment, includes all the 
duties that are normally undertaken by the 
Principal. This week, too, by a coincidence, sees 
the issuing of the latest two works by Dr. Epstein, 
“Bible Teachings in our Time,” and the third 
edition, revised, of ““Man and His Creator,” a guide- 
book for teachers. This latter edition has been 
specially printed, in response to a request of the 
Council of Jews and Christians for 3,000 copies for 
distribution among non-Jews. Now in print, and 
to be published probably before Rosh Hashana, 1s 
a new work by Dr. Epstein, entitled “The Jewish 
Way of Life,” which is a presentation of Judaism 
in all its aspects from the point of view of ethics. 
Another book, on the same lines, but written for 
juniors, is to go to press after the first is published 
— its tite is “The Jewish Religion Step by Step. 

PADDINGTON AND TEL-AVIV 

One of the niceties of procedure in arranging 
public lectures is that of so choosing a chairman 
that his public or private interests shall have more 
than a little in common with those of the speaker 
over whose fortunes he is temporarily to watch. 
The A.P.C. has reduced this procedure to a fine 
art, never better exemplified than.on Sunday, when 
Alderman Frederick Lawrence, Mayor of Padding- 
ton, presided at the lecture on Tel-Aviv given by 
Mr. Y. M. Tocatly, M.B.E., a Councillor of that 
city. Both are municipal administrators of long 
experience, and ‘both have visited the other's little 
kingdom. Alderman Lawrence first saw Tel-Aviv 
in 1918 as a soldier in Lord Allenby’s conquering 
army, and his second visit was in 1936, when he 
was amazed by the town’s miraculous expansion. 
Councillor Tocatly is Chairman of the Tel-Aviv 
Town-planning Commission, Traffic Committee. and 
Housing Committee, and A.R.P. Controller. He ts 
also a member of several Government Committees, 
and was Chairman of the British War Comforts 
Committee, himself being responsible for thé rais-- 
ing of £100,000 for war charities. His services have 
been recognised by the award of the M.B.E. 


MOST NORTHERN SYNAGOGUE 

The Aberdeen Jewish community. whose new 
Synagogue was recently consecrated, can claim 
to have the nfost northerly situated Synagogue 
in the British Isles. The new house of wor- 
ship replaces the premises which were occupied for 
some years in Marischal Street. The congregation, 
which numbers 1S families, was founded in 1893. 
Small though it is, the Aberdeen community is not 
the smallest in Scotland. That distinction belongs 
to Inverness, where there is a total of 16 Jews. 
Inverness has the added distinction of being the 
most northern Jewish community in Britain, their 
town being some miles farther north than the 
Granite City. 

MIXED CHOIRS 


On scanning a South African report, L noticed 
that it had been decided to replace the mixed choir 
at the Yeoville Synagogue, Johannesburg (a con- 
stituent Synagogue of the United Synagogue in that 
city), by a men’s and boys’ choir. It was explained 
at the meeting which made the decision that Rabbi 
Dr. Louis Rabinowitz had himself taken exception 
to the mixed choir as being out of keeping with 
Jewish traditron. Without attempting to argue this 
matter, I am nevertheless reminded of an incident 
in which the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, 
and the Rev. A. A. Green figured. Dr. Adler on 
that occasion visited the Hampstead Synagogue, 
where there was then a mixed’ choir. and he told 
Mr. Green, the Minister, that he hoped, with regard 
to it, that the boys and girls did not sit together. 
* Dr. Adler,’ responded the famous wit, ** they 
don’t even sing together!”’

Women & Ideals 


HERE is a notion that many men entertain con- 


cerning women—that they demand always some 
ideal. Both politically and commercially women 
are constantly being offered the ideal. Dangled 


before their enraptured eyes is the ideal home, the 
eer kitchen, the ideal family, yes, even the ideal 
child. 

Yet in actual fact, women, as practical human 
beings, are less taken with such notions than are 
men. They have, as a class, for so long had to adapt 
their tastes, their inclinations, their very affections 
to the not-so-good, and the slightly ‘off’ products, 
that if any specific characteristic can safely be 
fastened on to them as a sex, it-is that of adaptability 
and making do, That is why at the — period 
women have accepted the rigours and discomforts of 
rationing, both of clothes and of food, far more 
good-humouredly, far more contentedly, than have 
men, who nearly staged a minor revolution over 
the deprival of the turn-ups on their trousers. 

As regards food, while obviously therearegreedy 
women as well as greedy men, the great majority 
of women, even the greedy ones, are far more 
catholic in their tastes and far less critical in their 
demands. -Even in smoking, a fairly new departure 
for women, they are less addicted to any one par- 
ticular brand of cigarettes, and are far less discon- 
solate when they can't find them, than are men. 

So it would seem that all this offering of the ideal 
to women by men is a great waste of time. True 
women are pioneers, and they lead everywhere in 
demanding the raising of the standards of life 
to affect themselves and their children. And 
Jewish women particularly re gar a noteworthy 
standard in home-making and in the advance- 
ment of their children. But in order to 
arrive at these desirable improvements _ they 
are quite content themselves to improvise, often 
under the greatest possible difficulties. They don’t 
ask for and they don’t expect to be handed, the 
ideal.on a platter, and that is why so much of the 
publicity for women falls wide of the mark. 


Men Not Absolvéed 


They expect encouragement and they ask that 
obstacles shall not be placed in their path. But if 
only men would rid themselves of the idea that by 
offering women the moon they have thereby ab- 
solved themselves of the necessity for ensuring 
that they have at least a share of the earth, they 
would advance matters considerably. In America, 
this attitude towards women finds its commercial 
and political apotheosis. To read only the advertise- 
ments of an American journal, one would suppose 
that every American woman lived in the rarefied 
yee that is further presented to us by the 
films. é 

Yet, humanly, such a thing is impossible, and, 
furthermore, every thinking woman knows that, by 
placing women on a pedestal, men very often con- 
trive to keep her there, and thus ensure that she 
has no real influence on affairs. And this is the 
worst possible effect of the idealising of women and 
of the notion that they can be bought off, by pro- 
mises of the best, from receiving even what is 
ethically due to them. 

There is nothing in Jewish law that really denies 
to women the fullest share of the community's 
counsels, and in practical everyday affairs their 
advice and abilities are sorely needed in a hundred 
directions. They must cease to play into the hands 
of the purveyors of the ideal, who have found in 
them, possibly on account of their enthusiasm for 
Finally and 
fundamentally, they must teach men to transfer their 
love of ideals into the spiritual realms to which they 
belong, and leave men and women to work out their 
destinies as human beings.
